The rale of the American cemetery at 
Jerusalem is alleged to have been made 
in artier po replenish the fuuds of the 
American Presbyterian board of for­ 
eign missions, aud secrecy, it is added, 
was observed, because the sale was con­ 
trary to Turkish law. 
Friends of En­ 
glishmen, whore bodies had been buried 
there, are said to have protested to the 
state department at Washington, to the 
United States minister at Constantino­ 
ple aud to the British foreign office.

freezing and thawing sets in,

bonds to provide for the payment cf 
principal and interest, necessitating a 
heavy tax levy for several years; and, 
as the bonds are usually disposed o f in 
large blocks to eastern capitalists, (th e 
smaller home investor having no chance 
at them) nearly all the interest goes 
abroad.
